DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


The Cave Dwellers- Bijou 10/19. 6 Pros and 1 Con- 
Herald Tribune- filed on William Saroyan's first new play 
in fourteen years. Carmen Capalbo-Stanley Chase present- 
ation, directed by Capalbo and featuring Wayne Morris, Eug- 
enie Leontovich, Barry Jones and Susan Harrison praised 
by the majority as one of Saroyan's best plays given a beau- 
tiful production. Sole dissenter Kerr, Herald Tribune, felt 
it had only one compelling scene of theatre the remainder 
of the evening being in the hands of Saroyan the juicy-fruit 
spieler. Atkinson, Times, headed pros with a rave review 
billing play as one author's most enchanting stories with 
a director and cast making it a joy. An evening of tender- 
ness and beauty, magnificently staged agreed Chapman, News. 
Coleman, Mirror, and McClain, Journal American, both en- 
joyed play but feared it would have limited box-office appeal. 
Saroyan makes us believe in his beautiful people because he 
believes in them, tabs Watts, Post, as the author's secret. 
Post critic welcomed Saroyan back to theatre. Aston, World 
Telegram-Sun, summed it up as something pretty wonderful, 
with acting and direction superlative. 


Nature's Way- Coronet- 10/16. 1 Pro-News- and 6 
Cons- filed on Herman Wouk's new comedy presented by 
Alfred de Liagre, jr. Chapman, News, found most of bright, 
much of it funny, though author and director ( de Liagre) 
should have decided if play was comedy or farce. Orson 
Bean, Betsy von Furstenberg were featured, though News 
aisle-men also enjoyed bit parts portrayed by Joe Silver 
and Barry Newman. Con side thought play unfunny inspite 
of appealing actors involved, Several wished author Wouk 
would return to his more serious work, such as ''The Caine 
Mutiny." A silly show which represents the compensation 
a man of intellect requires, excuses Atkinson, Times, As 
for cast, Times dismissed it as a stock company-loud, busy 
and over-eager. A poor farce, noted Coleman, Mirror, Sub- 
jects author picks not funny, adds Kerr, Herald Tribune, 
Though audience seemed to enjoy proceedings, Aston, WTS, 
rated play as aimless and strenuous. A series of TV epi- 
sodes, not a play, rates McClain, Journal American, The 
audience poll of Journal American listed 8 pros, no cons, 


Copper and Brass- Martin Beck- 10/18, 1 Pro- News- 
and 6 Cons- filed on new musical starring Nancy Walker. Lyn 
Austin- Thomas Noyes production with book by “llen Violett 
and David Craig, lyrics by Craig and music by David Baker 
features Walker, Benay Venuta, Alan Bunce and Dick Williams 
Most applauded Walker but doubted if she was enough to. carr: 
the entire evening. Chapman, News, thought she was. Though he 
agreed that music and lyrics were on the frantic side he felt 
that when Walker was in charge the proceedings were delight- 
ful and delovely, Atkinson, Times, summed up majority view 
that it is a standard-old fashioned show with a breathlessly 
unfunny book, uninteresting music, unlovely ballets and a 
general look of banality and routine. Critics also agreed in 
blaming authors and producers of unfairness to their comic 
favorite Walker who deserves better. Journal American 
audience poll rated it 3 pros and 2 cons. 


Under Milk Wood- Henry Miller--10/15. 3 Pros-News, 
World Telegram & Sun, Journal American- and 4. cons- filed 
on Dylan Thomas! play originally written as a radio poem and 
presented by Gilbert Miller-Henry Sherek-Roger Stevens with 
a large cast headed by Donald Houston. The 3 votes of approval 
were mild at best. Chapman, News, found much beauty and sev- 
eral fine performances, Aston, WTS, thought players came 
through admirably in illustrating poet's sardonic, coarse, whim- 
sical wit. McClain, Journal American, also enjoyed it a poetic 
and wonderfully gratifying exposition of almost everything 
Trio agreed it would have limited appeal. Dissenters blamed 
author and director for presenting busy, unclear production. 
Atkinson, Times, noted play lacked simplicity of Wilder's "Our 
Town", Though well-acted and staged it remains diffuse, he 
fears, Kerr, Herald Tribune, blamed director Douglas Cleverdon 
for not pulling elements together. Watts, Post, agreed that re- 
sults were too piecemeal and not theatrical enough,

Controversy in the theatre is most useful when con- 
fined to on-stage activities not the off-stage bickerings of 
producer, author, director, actors, etc. The blow-by-blow 
account, plus ads, of the battle between Compulsion staff, 
author, adaptor and actors is the kind of stuff that should 
be kept secret and should certainly not be broadcast. Such 
confusion and bickering can only result in bad publicity 
and in no way aid box-office sales.

Abnormally high rate of flu among cast members of 
Broadway shows, particularly in the musicals, isa re- 
minder to builders of tomorrow's theatres, if and when they 
ever get built.
